Farm Service by a Bank 


A farm service department was 
inaugurated a year ago by a bank 
in Olympia, Washington, and a 
farm advisor appointed. Close co­ 
operation 
has 
been 
maintained 
with the state college extension 
service. Work in dairying is car­ 
ried on in conjunction with the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa­ 
tion. Also a pasture contest w as 
held in cooperation with the four 
banks in the county which offered 
prizes amounting to $100. Work in 
poultry was carried on in coopera­ 
tion with the Co-operative Poultry 
Aasociation and assistance w as 
given in organizing an economic 
conference for the benefit of berry 
growers. The farm advisor of the 
bank is active in the Agricultural 
Council of the county composed 
of farm and other organizations 
interested in agricultural develop­ 
ment, and also in the Farmers’ 
Market. 
Six hundred farm busi­ 
ness analysis blanks were distrib­ 
uted while farm account books and 
poultry record books were also pro­ 
vided to farmers and have been 
helpful in starting many farmers 
in keeping business records.

There is real joy in making candies at Christmas, and many 
women who make little candy during the rest of the year, prepare pound 
of it for the holidays. Packed attractively in dainty boxes, thoughtful 
gifts of this kind spread real Christmas cheer! 
In each recipe given below a small amount of vinegar is used, because 
▼inegar helps make candy uniformly creamy and fine grained.

These 
recipes will yield a splendid assortment of delicious candies for gift 
boxes! 


Divinity Fudge: Two cups granu­ 
lated sugar; Ms cup dark corn sy­ 
rup; H cup cold water; 1 teaspoon 
Pure Vinegar; 2 stiffly beaten egg 
whites; % cup nut meats; 1 tea­ 
spoon vanilla; candied cherries. Mix 
together the sugar, corn syrup, 
water and vinegar.
